DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to Amendment filed on. 

2. Claims 18 -19 are presented for examination. 

3. Claims 1 - 17 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 18 - 19 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the record of prior art 
does not show a device having a slip ring unit comprising a rotor with connecting wires, a stator, 
and a printed circuit board, wherein a torque required for rotary movement between the rotor and 
the stator is introduced from at least one engagement pin via the printed circuit board, wherein an 
outer portion of said slip ring unit is used as said stator and an inner portion of said slip ring unit 
is used as said rotor, and several ones of said connecting wires are conducted out of said rotor in 
accordance with a geometrically determined pattern, and said connecting points with said 
connecting wires on said printed circuit board are arranged in a pattern that is in accordance with 
said geometrically determined pattern, wherein said geometrically determined pattern of said 
connecting wires is designed in such a way that said printed circuit board can only be attached in 
a predetermined position.
